Norwegian director Nils Gaup made his feature film 
debut in 1987 with The Pathfinder, a beautiful drama set 
among Norway's Laplanders. One might think the film's 
subject matter esoteric, but The Pathfinder won interna- 
tional acclaim—and brought Nils Gaup an Academy 
Award nomination for Best Foreign Film.

GETTING SMALL: WHY THE 
RABBIT HOLE INTRIGUES 
ALICE AND OTHERS 


One of the most memorable 
scenes in Alice in Wonderland (air- 
ing February 16 on The Magical 
World of Disney) is the one in 
which Alice sips from a bottle 
labeled “Drink Me"—and shrinks. 
Once small, she enters an in- 
credibly curious kingdom through 
a rabbit hole, and then, with great 
poise, copes with a bizarre set of 
circumstances and a group of ut- 
terly arbitrary adults. 

The idea of changing perspec- 
tive and seeing the world from a 
two-inch-or-so vantage point is 
common in children’s literature, 
says Mae Durham Roger, a retired 
professor at the University of Cal- 
ifornia, Berkeley. From E.B. White's 
Stuart Little to Rachel Field's Hitty, 
Her First One Hundred Years and 
Mary Norton’s The Borrowers, 
there is a vast amount of chil- 
dren’s literature that appeals to a 
child’s fascination with the small. 
Even beyond literature, movies 
like Honey, I Shrunk the Kids play 
to that interest in getting small. 

Why are children intrigued with 
changing scale? Experts in chil- 
dren’s literature say there is a wide 
range of explanations. Roger says, 
“Children are keenly aware of 
how small and powerless they are 
and thus respond to stories in 
which tininess is important, es-

pecially if the smallness enables 
them to accomplish something 
important.” Reading about small 
people who do great and amazing 
things helps children make the 
transition from feeling like little 
nobodies, which may be how they 
see themselves, to people of im- 
portance, Roger says. 

This is, for example, why chil- 
dren like doll houses and toy cars. 
They can be in charge, taking con- 
trol of the casting, the scripting 
and the production of the world

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TALKING POINTS 


The Disney animated classic Alice in Wonderlandis a 
complex work, and there are many things parents can 
do to enhance their children’s enjoyment of it: 


1. Pull out the originals—Lewis Carroll's Alice Adven- 
tures in Wonderland and Through the Looking-Glass — 
and read them to your children. For the younger kids, 
read some of the poems, and find little sections that are 
fun to listen to. 
2. Ask your children how they might feel about getting 
bigger or smaller; what it would be like to be able to go 
down a rabbit hole; what they'd imagine seeing if they 
could get small and experience a whole new world. 
3. Explain why Alice in Wonderland is a fantasy; discuss 
how we know this is a make-believe story. What are the 
clues that convince us the story is fiction? 
4. Encourage your children to draw a favorite scene, or 
actouta part of the movie or story they enjoyed. 
5. Consider what an Alice of the '90s would be like. Ask 
your older children to update Alice. What would she be 
wearing?

Adventures in Wonderland, The Disney Channel’s new 
series that uses music and fantasy to teach vocabulary 
and language skills, premieres in March.

Myra Cohn Livingston, a chil- 
dren’s author and poet, says she 
remembers fantasizing about be- 
ing small as a child and now, at 
65, still has dreams about it. “We 
forget children are small," she 
says, “and they see the world from 


an entirely different perspective.” 

Some would-be children’s il- 
lustrators are taught actually to get 
down on their hands and knees to 
see the world as a child does, says 
Susan Goldman Rubin, a children's 
author and illustrator and teacher 
in the UCLA Writer's Program. 
“Children are small in a world of 
big people, and things really do 
look different down there.” 

Part of what happens when the 
scale changes, says Goldman Rubin 
is that the rules change too. “May- 
be the rabbit hole lets things hap- 
pen that would be impossible 
above ground. It’s a place rooted 
in reality, a place we've never been 
and yet we know it’s there.” 

Goldman Rubin says getting 
small—changing perspective— 
also helps children deal with their 
fear of change. “Children are very 
afraid of changing and getting big- 
ger, even though they long to 
grow up," she says. Alice changes 
size and successfully adapts, which 
may help make change more pal- 
atable to those who observe her. 

Life in the ’90s is full of change, 
some say so much so that many 
children are getting cheated out of 
a childhood full of slow-paced, 
imagination-based play. In Alice in 
Wonderland, Alice gets to return 
to being a little girl in a manage- 
able world. Perhaps children are 
intrigued with small things—match- 


boxes as little beds to toy cars that А 


traverse giant blanket mountains 
—because such play allows them 
to better understand the big world 
they are about to enter.

SWEET HEARTS Up k 


The little red cinnamon candies, bought in the bake 
section of a supermarket, are easy for small children to 
use in decorating ordinary cookies, turning them into 
spicy valentines for special friends. 

Start by using your favorite recipe for sugar cookies, 
and cut out cookies with a heart-shaped cookie cutter. 
Instead of sprinkling with sugar, you will decorate with 
the bright red candies. If you haven't a recipe, the one 
below is simple enough for school-age kids to follow. 

When the heart-shaped cookies are on the cookie 
sheet, ready for baking, gently push the candies into the 
dough for a Valentine-red decoration. 


Cookie recipe 


Ъ% cup margarine 
1 cup sugar 


legg 
1 teaspoon vanilla 


1% cups flour, unsifted 

a heart-shaped cookie cutter 
a lightly greased cookie sheet 
preheated oven (375 degrees) 


1. When margarine is soft and room temperature, beat 
in the sugar by spoonfuls. Use a bowl that is large 
enough to hold the flour as well. All of the ingredients 
are mixed in this bowl. 

2. Beat the egg with a fork in a separate small dish and 
add it to the sugar and margarine mixture. Beat until 
creamy. Beat in the vanilla. 

3. Finally, slowly beat in the flour in quarter-cup 
amounts. When all of the flour is mixed in, the dough 
will pull away from the sides of the bowl. You'll be able 
to form it into a large ball. If it’s too sticky, work small 
amounts of flour into the dough with your hands until it 
feels smooth and easy to roll out. 

4. Lightly flour the rolling surface, rub flour on the roll- 
ing pin, and then roll out the dough into a thin layer. 

5. Cut out hearts, using a cookie cutter, and with a 
spatula lift each one on to the greased cookie sheet. 

6. Decorate with cinnamon candies. 

7. Bake the cookies for 7 to 10 minutes. They should be 
a gold color on top and browned on the bottom. 

8. Let cookies cool for just a minute, and with the 


spatula, transfer them to waxed paper or a plate until. 


they are thoroughly cool. If the cookies stay on the bak- 
ing sheet too long, they stick. 
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TINY PEDESTRIANS AT 
GREATEST RISK 


Toddlers are more likely to be 
injured in nontraffic accidents 
than аге any other age group, 
according to a recent study in 
Pediatrics, the journal of the 
American Academy of Pediatrics. 
The study also found that a high 
proportion of toddler injuries 
happened in residential 
driveways, caused by vehicles 
backing up. Frequently the tod- 
dlers were without adult super- 
vision at the time of injury. The 
researchers recommend that 
parents supervise children more 
closely, separate the child from 
vehicle areas by redesigning 
driveways so they are circular, 
fence front yards and install 
devices on vehicles to warn or 
detect out-of-sight objects and 
people. Preschoolers should not 
be allowed to play alone or with 
other children in or near traffic 
areas and should not be allowed 
to play in driveways or in 
adjacent unfenced front yards.

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VACCINATIONS 
AND COLDS 


A new study shows that in- 
fants who receive a measles- 
mumps-rubella (MMR) shot 
when they have acold might 
not be as well protected from 
measles as are healthy chil- 
dren, according to a recent 
report in the Journal of the 
American Medical Associa- 
tion. Twenty-one percent of 
the infants with colds failed 
to develop the measles anti- 
body, essential for protec- 
tion from measles. It’s possi- 
ble, said the researchers, 
that colds prevent normal 
antibody response to the 
measles vaccination. The 
American Academy of Pedi- 
atrics and the U.S. Publich 
Health Service still recom- 
mend, however, that parents 
have their children immun- 
ized on schedule: It is usually 
given at 15 months of age. 


PRESERVING GREAT ART 


They're all precious, but some- 
times the paintings and drawings 
children bring home from school 
seem especially memorable— 
and worth preserving. Specialists 
in art conservation suggest par- 
ents put acid-free, buffered 
tissue between each piece and 
store the art in acid-free folders 
or boxes. They also recommend 
that the artwork be kept away 
from tape, plastic wrap and light, 
which causes fading from high 
temperature or humidity.

WINTER 
WEATHERPROOFING 


Winter brings more colds and 
flu and certain safety risks to 
everyone. The trick is to practice 
prevention. According to Gary 
Krieger, M.D., a Los Angeles-area 
pediatrician, the key to being 


prepared is mostly common 


sense: you've got to check the 
weather reports and not assume 
tomorrow will be a repeat of to- 
day. "You can have phenomenal 
temperature swings," Krieger 
points out. "It's essential that kids 
are dressed appropriately." 
Parents also need to prepare the 
family for trips to colder climates. 
Krieger recommends dressing in 
layers, bringing gloves and hats, 
applying sunscreen with an SPF of 
15, and checking а garment's la- 
bels for information on the temp- 
erature range it was designed for. 
The American Academy of Pe- 
diatrics also recommends that chil- 
dren wear wool in cold weather 
because it will keep thern warmer 
and dryer, and that they wear 
scarves to cover their noses and 
necks. The Academy also suggests 
that children wear boots while 
sledding and playing in the snow 
because toes are more prone to 
frostbite than other body parts. 
Petroleum jelly should be applied 
to any moist areas of a child's face 
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to prevent chapping. And the 
Academy also warns that children 
should not play outside if the tem- 
perature is — 20 degrees or below. 

Even with precautions, children 
will catch colds and flu, and 
Krieger warns parents to keep tabs 
on what's going around in the 
classroom or day care center. Avoid 
contagious individuals. “By the 
same token, parents should keep 


their children home when they 
are sick," he adds. 

As for the adults, Kreiger points 
out that parents often catch their 
children's colds or flu. "The first 
step is to realize that your children 
are contagious to you." He suggests 
family members wash their hands 
after every contact with a sick child, 
and keep dishes separate and 
bathrooms scrupulously clean. 

As for treatment, acetaminophen 
and liquids are a good first approach 
for children and adults, but Krieger 
warns that if a fever persists be- 
yond two days, parents should call 
the child's health provider. Par- 
ents should also be on the lookout 
for signs of secondary infection, 
such as earache, sore throat, green- 
ish or foul-smelling mucus, short- 
ness of breath and weakness. These 
may signal infections that could re- 
quire antibiotics. Children with 
severe vomiting or diarrhea should 
be seen by a health care provider 
because they can easily become 
dehydrated. —B.B.G. 


TIPS FOR WINTER SPORIS SAFETY 


The right clothes, simple safety rules, safe equipment 
—these are the basics for winter sport safety: 


Ice Skating: Make sure the skates fit well; 20 percent 
of skating injuries occur in the ankle. If skating out- 
doors, call the local park district to make sure the ice is 
thick enough and the rink is supervised. 


Ice Hockey: Collisions are the most common cause of 
injuries. Make sure your child plays with others matched 


by size and maturation level. 


Sledding and Tobogganing: Select areas that are free 
of obstacles and with room for a child to stop safely. 


Make sure the sled has secure handholds. Remind chil- 


dren to move off the slope quickly when they reach the 
bottom, and not to sled down slopes ending in a roadway. 

Skiing: Choose equipment that is right for the child's 
size, weight, level of ability, skiing style and the terrain. 
Ski bindings are important: make sure they have up- 
ward toe releases, side-to-side toe releases and upward 
releases at the heel. Get ski poles with breakaway straps 
or molded plastic strapless grips. Make sure children 
stick to beginner trails until they are ready to advance.

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THE VALUE OF ONE 


When you consider that the cost of raising a 
single child is approaching a quarter of a 
million dollars B.C. (Before College), it's surpris- 
ing that brothers and sisters haven't become an 
endangered species. One reason they haven't 
is the common belief that growing up without 
sisters or brothers puts a child at a serious 
disadvantage. "Only children are supposed to 
be lonely, maladjusted, and selfish," according 
to Ellie McGrath, author of My One and Only: 
The Special Experience of the Only Child. 
"They are believed to be the spoiled brats who 
throw fits if they can't get their own way. Or the 
Superchild who can do trigonometry before he 
can drive a car. Or the shrinking violet who is 
tied to Mama's (or Daddy's) apron strings." 

Despite.the poor opinion most Americans 
have of only children, we're now giving more 
consideration to the idea. The spiraling cost of 
raising children is only one reason a growing 
proportion of couples have one child. Another 
reason is that as couples marry later and post- 
pone starting families, they may only be able to 
have a single child. 

Whatever the causes, this "sib-size revolu- 
tion," as UCLA researcher Judith Blake calls 
the trend toward families of one or two chil- 
dren, has some important effects, many of 
which are positive. Besides developing an un- 
usually close relationship with one or both 
parents, only children tend to have higher I.Q.s 
than children from larger families. 

The main disadvantage of being an only 
child is that living with sisters and brothers pro- 
vides practice in the give and take of inter- 
personal relations. Then, too, there are studies 
showing that ties to siblings become more im- 
portant as people age. 

Only children often compensate for this lack, 
however, by investing a great deal in their 
friends. "Close friendships are the only child's 
insurance against isolation," McGrath notes, 
quoting one woman in her early 50s who ob- 
serves, "I think we only children try to make 
sisters out of everybody. There may be a ten- 
dency to want, not necessarily more friends, 
but à more intimate relationship with those 
you do call friends." 

There are no final answers for parents trying 
to decide whether to have another child. But 
it's a comfort at least to know that being an only 
child has its own distinct advantages. Parents 
need not feel guilty for choosing one child over 
many children. —Diane Swanbrow

or two weekends in March, 1991, the city of Miami celebrated. 

Gloria Estefan was returning to the stage for the first time in 
almost a year, after an accident that could have ended her career. 
Friends and fans filled the Miami Arena to welcome her home and launch 
her and The Miami Sound Machine's “Into the Light” tour of Europe. 
Fortunately, the cameras were rolling. Gloria Estefan: Going Home 
presents an intimate portrait of the artist behind the music, combining 
concert footage with glimpses backstage, exclusive interviews, and 
moments at home with Gloria and her husband, Miami Sound Machine 
eader Emilio Estefan. 

When Gloria Estefan first takes the stage to a cheering home town 
crowd, watch her face. You see real emotion there, and you я 
hear it in the crowd's ovation. Of that first night Gloria says, "It 
was a blur. There was such a euphoric feeling that it went by 
in two seconds. It was a special night, a feeling of unity most 
definitely. I was looking forward to performing because I 
knew there was a lot of speculation about how well I could 
move. I was sure | would be OK." 

The live concert footage leaves no doubt about her 
recovery—you d certainly never guess that the singer who is 
dancing all over the stage has two small metal rods in her 
back. From the opening numbers in Miami to footage from 
concert halls throughout Europe, Gloria Estefan: Going Horne 
proves that she is as full of enthusiasm and energy as ever. 

Nearly everybody in The Miami Sound Machine dances, with or 
without instruments, and no one is more active than Gloria. “То me it 
was a celebration, and I wanted to do everything Гуе always wanted to 
do on stage. We have wonderful lights, and projections, and for the first 
time we had background vocalists and dancers. Our choreographer, Liz 
Imperio, did a huge call in Hollywood—from 250 dancers she chose four 
great ones. The show was a lot of fun for me." 

But fun can be hard work, and the Going Home special looks behind 
the scenes at the long hours spent preparing such a complex show, the 
largest in The Miami Sound Machine's history. First the band rehearsed 
the songs and choreography for two months; then came the technical 
rehearsals, weeks of them, to coordinate the computerized light show

and chase all the bugs out of several tons of sound gear. All this was 
under the direction of Gloria's husband, Emilio Estefan. From the earliest 
days he has led the band, produced the albums, and arranged the tours. 

It is no surprise that Emilio is also one of the producers of the Going 
Home special, and one of his goals is to make it, well, special: "This was 
a very emotional show, because of Gloria’s coming back. This is the first 
time we've shown our home life and the way we live, which we wanted 
to share with our fans." 

Gloria says that she wrote some of the songs for the band's latest 
album, /nto The Light, while she was recuperating. "Everything that you 
live becomes a part of your music, somehow. This album is different,

because everybody knows what happened to me. It's more personal. 
Some songs are very obvious, like ‘Coming Out Of The Dark,’ which was 
related to the accident, and was really about people's support. The fans 
really helped me through this, and said a lot of prayers for me." 

When Gloria sings, at the end of the Miami concert, "Forever, forever, 
ГІ stand on the rock of your love,” she sings it to the audience. You can 
see that she is singing about the support she has received from her fans, 
that the song has meaning for everyone in the arena that night, right in 
that moment. Gloria Estefan and The Miami Sound Machine know they 
can go home, again and again.
